Size — All  post  banners  and  U.  S. 
flags  are  4 1/3x51/2  feet  in  size. 
Description — Silk  U.  S.  flags 
are  made  with  embroidered  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Wool  U.  S. 
flags  are  made  with  sewed  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Silk  Post  ban- 
ners are  made  of  double  thick- 
ness material  with  the  emblem 
and  lettering  executed  in  pure 
gold  leaf.  Grade  A wool  Post  ban- 
ners are  of  double  thickness  ma- 
terial with  a painted  (oil-color) 
insignia  with  gold  sateen  ap- 
pliqued  lettering.  Grade  B wool 
Post  banners  are  identical  except 
that  they  are  single  thickness 
material.  The  emblem  and  let- 
tering appear  on  both  sides  with 
the  inscription  reading  reversely 
on  the  back.

Many  Posts  have  included  the 
sale  of  U.  S.  street  flag  display  sets  to  their  local  merchants 
as  a part  of  their  Americanism  program.  Your  Post  can  un- 
dertake this  worthwhile  program  either  with  or  without  a 
profit.  These  attractive  street  flag  sets  are  available  in  several 
different  combinations,  with  either  the  U.  S.  or  Legion  flag. 
Each  has  been  specially  selected  for  quality  and  durability 
and  in  addition,  each  set  is  specially  priced.  To  facilitate  the 
efforts  of  your  Post  in  this  worthwhile  activity,  we  offer 
herewith  a suggested  plan  of  procedure  which  can  be  varied 
to  meet  the  particular  requirements  of  your  Post. 

SUGGESTED  PROGRAM 

Appoint  a special  committee  of  five  or  more  members  of  your  Post 
to  take  over  the  details  of  inaugurating  and  carrying  out  a flag  sales 
program.  Teams  can  be  organized  to  call  on  each  of  your  local  merchants 
in  the  business  section  and  offer  him  a complete  flag  set,  installed. 
Quotations  can  be  secured  in  advance  for  the  actual  installation  of  the 
sidewalk  holders  and  if  your  Post  desires  to  raise  funds  for  some  special 
activity  a nominal  amount  can  be  added  to  the  installed  cost  of  each 
flag  set.  As  in  every  other  campaign,  your  success  will  depend  entirely 
upon  the  thoroughness  of  your  organization,  and  the  individual  efforts 
of  your  committee  which  accordingly  should  be  carefully  selected. 

SPECIFICATIONS 

Flags  size  three  by  five  feet  are  best  adapted  for  street  display. 
Likewise,  high-grade  cotton  material  is  the  most  practical,  because  of 
the  limited  use  to  which  street  flag  sets  are  put.  In  addition,  two  types 
of  poles  lend  themselves  best  under  these  circumstances — both  two 
piece,  one  in  wood  and  the  other  in  steel.

County  Officer’s  cap  is  all  blue,  piped  in  gold,  with  the  County 
name  in  full  and  state  name  abbreviated  beneath  the  emblem 
in  white  silk  letters.  On  the  right  hand  side  of  the  cap,  the 
officer’s  title  is  embroidered  in  white  silk  letters.  County  caps 
are  restricted  and  available  only  to  the  following  County  Offi- 
cers and  Assistant  Officers  of  the  same  grade:  Commander, 
Vice-Commander,  Adjutant,  Treasurer  or  Finance  Offi- 
cer, Chaplain  and  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

DISTRICT  CAPS — (See  illustration  above,  right) — The  official 
District  Officer’s  cap  is  blue  and  white,  with  the  District  desig- 
nation in  full  and  state  name  abbreviated  beneath  the  emblem 
on  the  left  hand  side,  in  gold  silk  letters.  On  the  right  hand  side 
of  the  cap  the  officer’s  title  is  embroidered  in  gold  silk  letters. 
District  caps  are  restricted  and  available  only  to  the  following 
District  Officers  and  Assistant  Officers  of  the  same  grade: 
Commander,  Vice-Commander,  Adjutant,  Treasurer  or 
Finance  Officer,  Chaplain  and  Sergeant-at-Arms. 
DEPARTMENT  CAPS — (See  illustration  above,  center) — The 
official  Department  Officer’s  cap  is  all  white,  with  the  State 
name  in  full  on  the  left  beneath  the  emblem,  in  gold  silk  letters. 
Post  numerals  are  optional.  On  the  right  hand  side,  the  officer’s 
title  is  embroidered  in  gold  silk  letters.  Department  Officers’ 
caps  are  restricted  and  available  only  to  the  following  Depart- 
ment Officers  and  Assistant  Officers  of  the  same  grade:  Com- 
mander, Vice-Commander,  Adjutant,  Treasurer  or  Fi- 
nance Officer,  Chaplain  and  Sergeant-at-Arms.

PAST  OFFICERS'  CAP  REGULATIONS— Recent 
cap  regulations  adopted  at  the  May,  1937,  meeting 
of  the  National  Executive  Committee  require  that 
all  District,  Department  and  National  Officers  shall, 
upon  retirement,  revert  to  the  standard  all-blue  type 
of  Post  cap,  with  either  the  Style  1 or  Style  2 form  of 
inscription  (see  page  33),  with  the  official  Past  Offi- 
cers’ cap  insignia  of  the  proper  rank  appliqued  on  the 
right  hand  side.  As  an  example,  a Department  Com- 
mander, upon  retiring,  would  discontinue  using  his 
special  all-white  cap,  and  revert  to  the  all-blue  cap, 
with  the  official  Past  Department  Commander  cap 
insignia  appliqued  on  the  right  hand  side.  County 
Officers,  however,  are  authorized  to  add  the  word 
"Past”  to  the  present  officers’  embroidered  title,  on 
the  right  hand  side  of  the  special  County  cap.

The  double 
emblem,  however,  is  reproduced  cor- 
rectly on  both  sides. 

Mounting — All  flags  and  banners  are 
trimmed  on  three  sides  with  two-inch 
red,  white  and  blue  fringe,  and  the 
equipment  includes  a pair  of  red,  white 
and  blue  silk  cords  and  tassels.  The  eight- 
foot  polished  oak  pole  is  equipped  with 
brass  screw  joint  and  surmounted  with 
a special  brass  eagle. 

Equipment — Each  flag  is  equipped 
with  a genuine  leather  carrying  belt  and 
a heavy  oilcloth  rain  cover,  which  is 
interlined  with  heavy  canvas.
